to the officials of this city and then 


will he distributed to the employe.-.

The enumeration of per-ons

Miss Ruby Sparks, a high 


school student, has been retained by 


the Rushville school board to take 


the enumeration here this year. Not 


only children who are in school are 


counted, but all those who are 
of 


school age, which the law fixes 
as 


between six and twenty-one 
years. 


It is essential that 
an 
accurate 


count be made and all people 
are 


urged to co-operate with the enum­ 


erators. 


Heretofore the township trustees 


have merely supervised the school 


enumeration, but his year it is re­ 


garded 
as a pari o f their regular 


duties and they will not receive ex­ 


tra compensation for the work, 
in 


the past they have been additional 


pay. but the state board of accounts 


has ruled that the new salary 
law 


precludes them 
from any extra a l­ 


lowance. 


The enumeration of voters, which 


is also in charge o£-the trustees and 


which, according 
to an old Indiana 


law, must 
take 
place 
every 
six 


years, is 
generally 
believed to be 


useless and unnecessary because of 


the modern method* of keeping 
a 


check on the voting population 
by 


means of 
the 
voters 
registration 


law. 


There has been some discussion 


as to whether or not the law actu al­ 


ly 
requires 
the 
enumeration 
of 


voters, 
but a ruling of the 
state 


board of accounts 
says that it is 


mandatory. 
The law requires that 


the trustees 
shall 
supervise 
the 


count of voters and specifies that 


they shall he paid a certain sum in 


addition to their regular eoinpen-a- 


tion 
if they actually do the work. 


But in 1917 another law was passed 


which states that the township trus­ 


tees shall not receive any other pay 


except that

Chicago.—Repons of fraternizing of j 
allied and foe troops following the 
signing of the armistice on the western 
front are denied in a letter from H. B. 
Steeher, Ratine, Wis., received at the 
offices of the national war work coun­ 
cil. Y. M. C. A., here. 
Stecher was a Y. M. C. A. worker 
attached to the XInety -first division. 
He served for more than six months on 
three fighting fronts—at St. Mihlel, 
In Flanders and the Argonne. 
Twice 
he was cited for bravery and awarded 
the D. S. C. 
Before going to France to serve as 
a “ Y” worker Stecher was associated 
with the Hamilton Beach Manufactur­ 
ing company at Racine. 
Formerly he 
was a member of the California Na­ 
tional Guard when he was living In 
Los Angeles, Cal. 
His parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. M. D. Stecher, live In Chi­ 
cago. 
Referring to reports of fraternizing 
of the troops Stecher say s: 
‘‘Certain­ 
ly there was no attempt or desire on 
the part of the men of our division to 
fraternize with our much-despised Op­ 
ponents, and had there been, the offi­ 
cers would not huve permitted It. 
As 
a matter of fact the guns were going 
right up to the time the armistice went 
into effect. 
You see, our boy s have 
had a mighty good chance to size up 
the caliber of the other side, and had 
the Germans shown any indications of 
good sportsmanship in the fighting no 
doubt we would feel some little re­ 
spect for them. Having been a dough­ 
boy my self In the past, and now hav­ 
ing gone through all the fighting with 
my division, I believe my viewpoint is 
the same as that of the majority of 
our division, and. personally , I have 
the utmost contempt for the German 
soldier, his methods and his ideals.”

PROGRAM PLANNED 


Paris.—General Pershing has signed 
an order establishing an American 
Army university in France to accom­ 
modate 15,000 to 20.000 soldier stu­ 
dents. The school will be opened at 
Beaune. At the same time the main 
office of the Y. M. C. A. army educa­ 
tional commission will be moved from 
Paris to Beaune. 
Courses In engineering, liberal and 
fine arts, science, music and the like 
will be offered. 
It is ex pected that 
one of the four agricultural ex hibits 
which have been prepared by the de­ 
partment of ngrieulture in co-operation 
with the Y. M. C. A. will he a perma­ 
nent feature ut Beaune.

Chicago.—Reports of fraternizing of 


•Wed and foe troops following the 
.signing of the armistice on the western 
front are denied in a letter from H. B. 
Stecher, Racine, WIs., received at the 
offices of the national 'war work coun- 
cil, T. M. CL A., here. 


Stecher was a T. M. C. A. worker 


attached to the Ninety-first division. 
He served for more than six months oil 
three fighting fronts—at St. Mlhiel, 
in Flanders and the Argonne. Twice 
he was cited for bravery and awarded 
the D. S. C. 


'Before going to;France to serve as 


a "Y" worker Stecher was associated 
with the Hamilton 'Beach Manufactur- 
ing company at Racine. Formerly he 
was a member of the California Na- 
tional Guard .when, he was living in 
Los Angeles, Cal. His parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. M. D. Stecher, live in Chi-
